U.S. ENFORCING BAR 
ON SOFTENER THAT 
KEEPS BREAD ‘FRESH’ 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (UP)— 
The government today started ne- 
forcing its bar against a chemical’ 
softener that has been widely 
used to keep bread “fresh.” The 
Food and Drug Administration 
announced it is proceeding imme- 
diately to sample bread shipped 
across state lines to determines 
what brands if any are still using 
the softener. . 

The chemical is polyoxethylene 

monostearate. It has the effect, 
the Administration said, of kee 
ing bread soft longer than would 
be the case without it. 
The FDA barred use of the 
chemical by bakers in 1952, .but 
court action has held up enforce- 
ment until now. Use of the soft- 
ener is barred pending proof that 
it is safe t use. FDA commission- 
er Charles W. Crawford said proof 
also must be given that use of 
the chemical does not deceive 
consumers as to the freshness of 
bread. 

Puforcement of the bar was 
made possible by the United States 
court of appeals at St. Louis 
which has nullified a stay against 
putting it in effect. 

The court had agreed to hear 
an appeal by Research Products 
Corp., Kansas City, Mo., but it

President Eisenhower today cut 
more than $63,500,000 from the 
appropriation former President 
Truman requested for the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority for the 
next fiscal year. 

Eisenhower requested $190,- 
822,000 for TVA. Truman's budget 
had provided $254,355,000. The 
reduction is 25 per cent. 

Most of the cut—$61,000,000— 
was in funds for power construc- 
tion. Biggest individual cut was 
elimination of a $30,000,000 re- 
quest for two units of a new 
steam-driven power plant at Ful- 
ton, Tenn., near Memphis.

The Senators’ letter told the 
President the economic future of 
the TVA region would be deter- 
mined by his decision. 

“For this area of 80,000 square 
miles with a population of about 
5,000,000, TVA is the sole source 
of power supply,” the letter said. 
“Today more than 1,300,000 con- 


cally owned and managed distri- 
bution systems which cagry the 
power they purchase at wholesale.

The seven Senators said TVA 
power funds would be repaid 
within 40 years. 

“TVA is a national asset,” they 
said, arguing that its power pro- 
duced aluminum in World War II 
and made the ‘first atomic bombs. 

“If it should be urged upon you 
that no new capacity need be pro- 
vided” because TVA customers 
could use surplus power from 
other areas, they wrote Eisen- 
hower, “let us assure you there is 
no power surplus in the entire 
Southeast. We are power hungry 
and every kilowatt is

Allies Still Weak. 

Ridgway, who is leaving to be- 
come United States Army Chief 
of Staff, said he sees no indica- 
tion of “imminent hostilities.” 

He repeated past warnings that 
the Allies im Europe are far from 
strong enough now to defeat a 
possible Soviet attack, although 
he said “they are indeed capable 
of taking a tremendous toll and 
would give a gallant account of 
themselves.” 

“I have no intention of chang- 
ing any public statement I have 
ever made,” he added, with ref- 
erence to previous warnings of 
Allied weakness. 

Gruenthér, grinning, said “we 
have recorded them ali. here, and 
we will play them back to him” in 
his new job. 

Ridgway emphasized that there 
has been no change in the need 
for the “European army,” with 
German soldiers which it would 
bring into Atlantic pact ranks.

Is Killed by Missouri Senate 


Failure of St. Louis Area Legislators to 
Support Measure Is Big Factor 
in Defeat.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 13— 
St. Louis legislation took another 
beating in the Missouri Legisla- 
ture today when the Senate killed 
a bill which would have per- 
mitted the state to contribute 
funds for support of the Bi-State 
Development Agency of the Mis- 
=e metropolitan  dis- 
trict. 


The bill, previously passed by 
the House, was defeated by a vote 
of 17 to 8. The failure of state 
Senators representing the Mis- 
souri portion of the metropolitan 
district to vote for the measure 
was a major factor in its defeat. 
The measure’ would have re- 
pealed a provision in the present 
law which prohibits Missouri 
appropriations to the bi-state 
agency. Removal of the bar 
would have enabled the state to 
match contributions from the 
Illinois Legislature for support of 
the agency. .

The House cut, Kerr said, was 
made on the recommendation of 
‘some utilities of the Southwest 
'“who are seeking to dictate the 
| power policy of the country.” 

“It is calculated to restore un- 
due advantage to the private util- 
| ities,” he said. 

Senator Monroney (Dem.), Ok- 
lahoma, asserted that disallow- 
ance of the fund would “result ‘a 
the complete destruction of the 
power supply program as previ- 
ously approved by the Congress 
a number of times, and in which 
a total of $13,657,000 has been 
invested alone in the Wester 
Farmers Electric Co-operative, a 
generating and transmission co- 
operative, under the REA act.” 

Another urging money for the 
continuing fund was H. E. Slush- 
er, president of the Missouri Farm 
Bureau Federation, who said that 
four REA power plants have been 
built in Missouri which have con- 
tracts with SPA. 

“These companies have no way 
whereby they can hook up with 
| private power companies and ex- 
| change electric power in order to 
| get maximum efficiency of use,” 
he said. “They cannot hope to 
generate power and distribute it 
to the ruralarea alone in compe- 
tition with the private company 
serving densely populated indus- 
trial areas.

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Some Editors Speak Out 

Previously we have quoted from The New 
York Times, The Louisville Courier-Journal and 
The Washitigton Post as newspapers which have 
joined in condemning Senator MeCarthy’s trans- 
parent attempt to intimidate the press. The 
number of newspapers not afraid to speak out 
is growing, we are glad te say, Since the release 
last week of the record of the secret sessions 
twe more important newspapers have carried 
strong editorials that have come to our attention. 

The Des Moines Register, in a leading edi- 
torial, “MeCarthy’s Attempt te Punish an Edi-

“In addition,” he said, “we are 
studying the effect of combat on 
the entire individual. We have 
found that the stress of combat 
often produces illnesses that are 
not the result of wounds but re- 
semble diseases usually associated 
with civilian life. 

“For instance, an increase in 
the incidence of kidney stones 
has been found among combat 
troops. A possible cause may be 
that young soldiers, under the 
pressure of combat, secrete more 
uric acid, tending to cause kidney 
stones.”

Senators Will

WASHINGTON, May 13 (UP)— 
A Sepate subcommittee has com- 
pleted its hearings on television 
and radio legislation in baseball, 
but may need a couple of weeks 
to prepare a report, Chairman 
Edwin C. Johnson (Dem.), Cole- 
rado, said today.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 13 
(AP)—Robert A. Hall, who helped 
set up the national restricted 
television program of college 
football games, resigned yester- 
day as Yale Athletic Director to 
take an executive's post in a New 
Haven industry. 

Appointed in April, 1950, he 


having had the satisfaction of ac- 
quiring two of Yale's most suc- 
cessful coaches in recent years. 
They are: Jordan Olivar, whom |

‘Tips for-Grandma

F GRANDMA wants to get along witlf the youngest genera- 
| ce. she'll have to be flexible and adjustable. That’s the 

conclusion drawn from detailed comments of 107 college 
girls at the University, of Nebraska, and it probably fits almost 
any grandmother on this continent. 

These girls complained of the grandmother who ‘was re- 
sistant to change, who wanted to be a dependent even though 
well able to live alone, and who was either slovenly or “tried 
to look like a girl of 16” by the use of cosmetics, “Junior Miss” 
dresses, and a page-boy bob. They wanter a grandmother who 
lived her own life, had many interests of her Own and did not 
try to center all of her interests on the younger members of 
the family. . 

2. 

IN HER RELATIONS with the family, they did not want 
her to let herself be imposed upon. But they strongly opposed 
one who “tried to run everything” or who habitually demanded 
attention, service, and respect for her seniority. They wel- 
comed her willingness to be generous with her services (such 
as baby sitting and- cooking her specialties), and who was 
prepared to help out in times of need just as any other mem- 
ber of the family might do. 

The greatest space in the girls’ statements (published by 
Pr. Ruth Staples in the Journal of Home Economics) was given 
to naming the numerous nice things their grandmothers did 
for them, from doll dressing and story-telling in childhood 
to her tales of the “early days” and the family history later 
and to “cookies sent to her granddaughter in college.” 

One-fifth stressed the fact that grandmother was an ex- 
cellent couselor. ‘She did not intrude her advice, but when 
they went to her they found her wise and understanding, 
‘giving information but letting the girl make her own decisions. 


* 

AGAINST THIS 20 PER CENT, I'm sorry to say, 40 per 
cent complained of the use of dictatorial methods, continuous 
and undue correction, and nagging. They were emphatic in 
stating that authority belong to their own parents and that 
grandma should keep hands off unless invited to put them on. 
There was common complaint, too, about partiality and 
favoritism shown by grandmothers. 

All this sounds reasonable, doesn't it? “The successful 
grandmother pictured in this study is one who keeps abreast 
of the times in her social attitudes, maintains broad interests, 
who can relinquish responsibility and authority and render 
helpful, loving service.” She will not be imposed upon, and 
she will not impose on others.

HE heroine may be skunk or 
T: rose and the villain a loco- 

motive or a washing machine 
when members of the Linden- 
wood College radio writing class 
plan scripts for the Children’s 
Theater of the Air. Now in its 
tenth year, the project serves as 
a training laboratory for the stu- 
dents who hope to step from the 
classroom into jobs in radio and 
television. 

Presented on alternate Saturday 
mornings over KFUO, the produc- 
tions are beamed to a juvenile au- 
dience. And the student drama- 
tists learned long ago that a 
child far prefers to hear about 
Rosie, the sad. skunk, or Ernest, 
the awkward elephant, than the 
more orthodox curly-haired hero 
and dimpled heroine of the hu- 


man variety. 


Under direction of Miss Martha 
May Boyer, the radio and tele- 
vision writing class has turned 
out dozens of productions with 
such descriptive titles as “Willie, 
the Worm That Turned,” “Ran- 
dolf, the Raindrop,” and “The 
Washing Machine That Wouldn't 


Work.” The characters also have 
picturesque names such as Tim- 
othy, the tumbleweed, or Cousin 
Cactus. — 

The season-runs from October 
through May each year, with’ class 
members taking turns at direct- 
ing and producing the shows. All 
try their hand at writing and 
most appear in the cast of char- 
acters, some doubling—or even 
tripling—in the roles. 

“And that sometimes makes 
things a little awkward,” said one 
of the students, Doris Beaumar. 
“In one show a girl had to por- 
tray four different rabbits with 
four different accents, indluding 
Brooklynese. Another had to ap- 
Pear at various times In one play 
as a monkey, a bear and a duck. 


“But the hardest thing to do 
is to carry on a conversation with 
yourself and keep interrupting. 
And there was one script where 
the same girl had to run away 
from the mike, bark like a dog, 
theh irush back and read a rab- 
bit’s lines.” 

Although the cast of characters 
seldom includes human beings, 
the animals, flowers, washing ma- 
chines, locomotives and other as- 


sorted stars of the productions 
are given human qualities, both 
good and.bad. In deference to 
the youthful audience, the shows 
reflect normal human problems 
and always point up a healthy 
and wholesome moral. 


In the case of Rosie, the Skunk, 
for example, Rosie is saddened 
by her natural inability to at- 
tract her fellow forest animals. 
But she is proved a heroine by 
her courage in chasing away two 
young hunters and thereby sav- 
ing the lives of her erstwhile 
enemies. Her bravery not only 
wins their admiration and friend- 
ship but inspires an observation 
from Oris, the wise old owl, to 
the effect that “you never know 
who may be your best friend.” 
In this case, a skunk.

T ONE time the students 

A empioyea conventional 
stylized sound effects 
discovered that they were out 
of harmony with the 
aginative, whimsical tone of 
the productions. So now, in- 
stead of putting on a storm rec- 
ord, they merely ask for a little 

storm music by the organist. 


Although she {fs not a member 
of the class, Peggy Pennel, a sen- 
ior, provides all the musical back- 
grounds for the productions, often 
composing melodies especially fot 
the shows. The writers’ instruc- 
tions are colorful and descriptive, 
with their notations including 
“bang bang music.” “elephant 
walking music,” “sleepy music 
with a dwarfy twist,” “happy walk- 
ing into the jungle music,” “train 
working music without puffs,” 
“working music with discouraged 
notes.” One, though, was a little 
less explicit. It was merely “worm 
music.” 

“We've found that children are 
far more imaginative than grown- 
ups,” said Gloria Bursey, one of 
the class members. “They don't 
need the formal sound effects. 
Just a few rolls of music make 
more sense to them than thunder 
on a recording.” 

The writers’ character delinea- 


tions are just as intriguing as their . 


sound effects directions. In “Ern- 
est, the Elephant,” for instance, 
Doris Beaumar described the hero 
in these words: 

“Misundersto6d, misled, mis- 
used, but Ernest. Traditionally big, 
clumsy, ungainly, but Ernest, Soft-

“Ripsnorting” is a ferm for 
lighter contexts, however. Self- 
assurance and fofce are its key- 
notes. If the “rip”-in it is rele- 
vant here, let it be said that this 
is a Teutonic word meaning to 
tear; “rippen” appears in Flemish 
with the significance of “to pull 
off roughly.” But it is not in 
orthodox sources that this bit of 
slang had its origin. 

American slang it is, with all 
the sound and fury of the still 
young country of the mid- 
nineteenth century — apparently 
the invention of flaming youth at 
a great eastern university. Its first 
appearance in print seems to have 
been in 1846, in the Yale Literary 
magazine, in the following pro- 
found observation: “What a rip- 
snorting red head you have got!” 

It was not long after this that 
“ripsnorting” occurred descrip- 
tively in usage more apt, namely 
in the Topeka Capital, on June 2, 
1904, in this connection: “Bryan 
will make a rip-snorting. speech 
at the St. Louis convention.” 

There you have meaningful ex- 
pression of the time, the place—a 
colorful term for a colorful scene. 
No other adjeciive would have 
served quite so effectively, it 
seems now, in this particular in- 
stance.
